A  ceremony  was  held  in  Canada’s  Parliament  Buildings  on  15th  July  to  honour 
the  four  Canadian  Governors  General.  The  event  was  the  opening  of  the  exhibition 
“Canada’s  Four  Canadian  Governors  General’’  and  was  presided  over  by  Hi' 
Excellency,  Jules  Leger,  Governor  General  of  Canada. 
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During  the  ceremony,  commemorative  medallions  struck  by  the  Royal  Canadian 
Mint  to  honour  the  Silver  Jubilee  of  Her  Majesty  Queen  Elizabeth  and  to  pay 
tribute  to  Canada’s  four  Canadian  Governors  General  were  presented  by  the 
Honourable  Jean-Pierre  Goyer,  Minister  of  Supply  and  Services  and  Minister 
responsible  for  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint.  Recipients  were  His  Excellency,  Jules 
Leger,  Right  Honourable  Roland  Michener,  former  Governor  General  of  Canada, 
Madam  Antoine  Vanier  on  behalf  of  the  late  Right  Honourable  Georges  Vanier  and 
Mr.  Lionel  Massey  on  behalf  of  his  father,  Canada’s  first  Canadian  Governor 
General,  the  late  Right  Honourable  Vincent  Massey. 

Mr.  Goyer  noted  that  each  of  the  Canadian  Governors  General  put  the  stamp 
of  their  individual  personalities  on  the  office,  “but  the  common  characteristic  of  their 
tenures  was  a  dedication  to,  and  profound  understanding  of  the  duties  and  obligations 
of  that  office.  Each  of  these  men  travelled  the  length  and  breadth  of  our  vast  country 
and  by  their  words  and  actions  demonstrated  to  all  Canadians  the  significant  and 
important  role  the  vice  regal  head  of  state  can  play  in  modern  democracy”,  concluded 
the  minister. 

The  medal,  designed  and  struck  by  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint,  is  issued  in  silver 
and  cupro-nickel  to  a  size  of  45  mm.  They  may  be  ordered  from  the  Royal  Canadian 
Mint,  Ottawa,  Canada  at  $17.00  for  the  silver  medal  and  $3.00  for  the  cupro-nickel 
medal,  postage  extra. 

FRONT  COVER 

The  Cistophoric  tetradrachm  (see  C.  740)  equal  to  3  denarii  shown  (enlarged) 
on  the  front  cover  was  minted  at  Ephesus.  The  obverse  shows  a  particularly  striking 
portrait  of  Claudius  and,  on  the  reverse,  Fortune  crowning  the  Emperor  within  a 
distyle  temple.  The  coin  appears  to  signify  the  congratulations  of  the  com.  asi 
(Communitas  Asiae )  to  ROM.  et  avg.  ( Romae  et  Augusto). 

THE  ORIGIN  OF  THE  MAIL  COACH

The  halfpenny  token  commemorating  the  inauguration  of  the  Mail  Coach  Service 
by  John  Palmer  shows  a  travelling  coach  pulled  by  a  galloping  four-in-hand  on  the 
obverse.  Beneath  are  the  words  “To  Trade  Expedition  &  to  Property  Protection.” 
The  surrounding  legend  reads  “Mail  Coach  Halfpenny  Payable  in  London.”  1  he 
reverse  has  “To  J.  Palmer  Esq.  This  is  inscribed  as  a  token  of  gratitude  for  benefits 
reced.  from  the  establishment  of  Mail  Coaches.”  A  cypher  JF  appears  at  the  bottom 
of  the  above  inscription  and  the  edge  is  decorated  with  foliage.

Obv.  dn  ivstini-anvs  pp  avi,  helmeted  and  cuirassed  bust  facing,  holding  shield 
with  horseman  device  and  globus  cruciger. 

Rev.  victori-a  AAvecer,  angel  standing  facing,  holding  globus  cruciger  and  long 
monogrammatic  cross,  star  in  field  right,  in  exergue,  conob. 

The  coin  was  examined  at  the  Turin  coin  fair  where  I  was  obliged  to  Sig.  G.  Bernardi 
of  Trieste  for  photographing  the  piece  with  his  microscope/camera  attachment. 
It  cannot  be  easily  seen  from  the  illustration  to  be  false,  but  there  is  no  doubt  from 
actually  handling  the  coin  that  it  is  a  modern  reproduction. 

PHOCAS

Rev.  victoria-a  avcc  s.  angel  standing  facing,  in  exergue,  conob.  f  j. 

A  copy  of  a  rare  issue  for  the  mint  of  Ravenna.  Unfortunately  it  was  not  possible  to 
obtain  the  piece  and  a  rather  poor  rubbing  was  the  best  that  could  be  done  in  the 
circumstances.  It  will  nevertheless  serve  as  a  warning  to  examine  closely  any  suspect 
solidi  of  Phocas  with  a  Ravenna  fabric.  This  piece  was  detected  through  the  vigilance 
of  M.  Jacques  Bonvallet  of  Banque  Regionale  d’Escompte  et  de  Depots,  Paris.

THE  ORIGIN  OF  THE  MAIL  COACH 

{continued  from  page  309) 

The  postal  services  had  been  in  great  need  of  reform  for  several  years  prior  to 
John  Palmer’s  arrival  in  London  in  1782  with  his  plans  for  a  new  system.  Letters 
delivered  by  the  official  postboys  travelling  at  their  authorised  six  miles  per  hour 
Tailed  to  compete  in  speed  or  efficiency  with  the  improved  stage  coach  services. 
Despite  the  Post  Office’s  monopoly  on  mail,  many  people  defied  the  law  and  sent 
urgent  letters  by  the  independent  coaches;  thus  depriving  the  Post  Office  of  much 
needed  revenue. 

John  Palmer  was  born  in  1742.  He  was  the  son  of  a  wealthy  merchant  of  Bath  and 
spent  his  early  career  managing  the  theatrical  side  of  his  father’s  enterprises.  An 
ambitious  man  with  practical  ideas — Palmer’s  plan  for  mail  reform  was  that  letter^ 
would  be  carried  by  special  coaches  to  be  run  on  strict  schedules.  The  operation 
would  be  undertaken  by  the  men  who  ran  the  stage  coaches.  These  were,  in  fact,  often 
local  postmasters.  The  charge  would  be  3d.  per  mile  wThich  was  the  same  rate  as  that 
of  a  postboy.  Any  additional  costs  the  contractor  might  incur  would  be  covered  by 
carrying  up  to  four  passengers  inside  and  taking  parcels.  The  contractor  would 
provide  coachmen  and  horses  but  the  guards  would  be  Post  Office  employees  who 
would  protect  the  mail  and  ensure  it  was  delivered  on  time — regardless  of  what 
happened  to  the  coach!  Palmer  originally  suggested  the  guards  should  be  soldiers; 
men  used  to  weapons  and  long  hours. 

The  mail  coaches  were  to  be  exempted  from  toll  dues,  and  toll-keepers  were  to 
open  their  gates  when  they  heard  the  warning  blast  of  the  post  horn.  Postboys  had 
always  been  exempted  from  tolls,  but  stage  coach  proprietors  and  general  public  felt 
it  unfair  that  mail  coaches  should  also  enjoy  this  privilege  as  they  would  be  continually 
using  the  highways  at  great  speeds.  Palmer  wTas  confident  his  system  would  halve 
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delivery  times  and  justify  increased  postal  rates.  So  convinced  was  he  of  the  scheme’s 
success  that  he  refused  any  payment  until  it  had  been  proved.  Then  he  wanted  2\% 
of  the  profits  above  a  certain  sum. 

With  the  help  of  useful  contacts  in  London,  Palmer  lost  no  time  in  bringing  his 
Mail  Coach  Scheme  to  the  notice  of  William  Pitt  who  was  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
in  1782.  But  the  Government  fell  and  it  was  not  until  1784  that  the  plan  materialized, 
and  then  only  after  a  great  deal  of  official  objection.  For  although  Pitt  was  enthusiastic, 
the  bureaucrats  of  the  Post  Office  were  extremely  critical  and  compiled  a  three 
volumed  dossier  of  reasons  why  the  proposed  scheme  would  fail!  It  was  doubtless 
most  humiliating  for  them  to  have  such  large  scale  outside  interference  and  some  of 
their  more  reasonable  criticisms  were  (1)  It  would  be  impossible  to  keep  the  strict 
timing  Palmer  insisted  on.  (2)  Coaches  could  not  make  detours  from  the  main  high¬ 
ways  ;  thus  places  off  the  major  routes  would  have  poorer  services  than  they  currently 
enjoyed.  (3)  They  felt  the  presence  of  armed  guards  would  encourage  violence.  But 
many  of  their  petty  remarks  so  incensed  Palmer  he  has  been  quoted  as  saying  “Don’t 
try  at  all,  least  it  should  succeed!”  However  the  objections  were  finally  overruled  and 
a  trial  of  Palmer’s  scheme  was  arranged  following  an  order  issued  on  24th  July  which 
stated : 

His  Majesty’s  Postmaster  General,  being  inclined  to  make  an  experiment  for 
the  more  expeditious  conveyance  of  mails,  of  letters  by  stage  coaches,  machines 
etc.,  have  been  pleased  to  order  that  a  trial  shall  be  made  upon  the  road  between 
London  and  Bristol,  to  commence  at  each  place  on  Monday  the  2nd  August  Next. 
Five  Innkeepers  en  route  agreed  to  horse  the  coaches  and  John  Palmer  was  at  the 
Rummer  Tavern  in  Bristol  to  see  the  first  Mail  Coach  leave  at  4  p.m.,  carrying  four 
passengers  and  the  London  mail.  It  left  Bath  eighty  minutes  later  and  arrived  at  the 
G.P.O.  in  London  at  9  a.m.  next  morning.  And  just  as  Palmer  had  forecast  it  took 
seventeen  hours  thus  halving  the  usual  time !  It  also  broke  the  record  of  the  fastest 
stage  coach  from  Bristol  to  London  by  over  an  hour. 

So  the  nine  day  trial  that  had  been  recommended  was  extended  and  a  new  era  had 
begun.  Extension  of  Palmer’s  scheme  was  slow  and  it  was  over  eight  months  before 
the  next  mail  coach  was  introduced  on  the  London/Norwich  road.  A  few  months  later 
Liverpool  and  Leeds  were  included  in  the  service  and  gradually  a  nationwide  network 
was  established.  These  early  mail  coaches  seemed  invulnerable  to  highwaymen — thus 
happily  proving  the  post  office  officials  wrong.  But  there  were  many  cartoons  of  that 
period  mocking  overzealous  guards;  who  tended  to  fire  their  blunderbusses  for  the 
slightest  reason. 

The  new  service,  despite  its  success,  continued  to  create  fierce  opposition  from  the 
[post  office  bureaucrats,  who  expressed  surprise  at  “any  dissatisfaction  or  desire  for 
change  should  exist.”  And,  naturally,  rival  stage  coach  owners  were  still  disturbed 
about  the  speedier,  subsidised  Government  owned  service.  There  was  also  much 
opposition  against  John  Palmer  himself  which  was  a  constant  threat  to  him  in  con¬ 
tinuing  in  postal  service.  However,  in  October  1786  he  was  appointed  Comptroller- 
General  of  the  Post  Office,  which  gave  him  a  yearly  salary  of  £1,500  and  2\°/0 
commission  on  net  revenue  over  £250,000.  It  also  made  him  answerable  only  to  the 
Post  Master  General.  (An  office  usually  shared  by  two  men  during  the  eighteenth 
century.)  For  eight  years  Palmer  fought  many  battles  over  administrative  matters  with 
a  succession  of  appointed  Post  Masters,  but  was  finally  dismissed  after  he  had  been 
discovered  attempting  to  discredit  their  competence ! 

Palmer  was  given  a  pension  equal  to  his  salary  (by  then  £3,000  per  annum).  But  it 
was  many  years  before  Parliament  restored  his  2J%  commission  plus  a  lump  sum  of 
£50,000.  However,  with  the  help  of  his  son,  this  determined  man  finally  won  the  long, 
legal  battle  in  1813 — just  five  years  before  his  death. 
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GEOGRAPHICAL  PATTERNS  OF  MINTING  IN 

MEDIEVAL  ENGLAND

For  centuries  the  minting  of  England's  coinage  was  concentrated  at  the  Royal 
Mint  in  the  Tower  of  London.  In  1811-12  the  Mint  was  removed  just  across  the 
road  to  Little  Tower  Hill,  where  it  remained  until  1968.  The  production  of  coin 
was  thus  located  very  near  to  the  Bank  of  England  (the  major  distributor)  and  to  the 
City,  with  all  its  financial  institutions — and  at  the  heart  of  much  the  largest  centre  of 
population  in  the  country.  At  the  end  of  1968  the  new  decimal  mint  at  Llantrisant 
in  South  Wales  came  into  production,  but  this  did  not,  of  course,  reflect  any  major 
shift  in  the  population  of  the  United  Kingdom,  the  distribution  of  wealth,  or  the 
patterns  of  monetary  circulation.  The  problem  of  moving  newly-minted  coins  to  the 
places  where  they  would  be  needed  was  not  particularly  a  consideration:  the  change 
was  made  because  of  shortage  of  space  at  Tower  Hill,  and  as  one  of  a  whole  series  ofj 
devolutionary  moves  to  counter  the  congestion  and  transport  problems  of  central* 
London,  and  to  bring  extra  employment  and  prosperity  to  a  development  area. 
Medieval  mints  did  not  require  a  30-acre  site,  nor  were  medieval  rulers  able  to  over¬ 
ride  the  geographical  patterns  of  economic  necessity.  The  idea  of  minting  all  their 
coins  in  the  farthest  part  of  their  kingdom,  and  of  transporting  the  bullion  by  ox-carts 
from  the  principal  exchanges,  over  unmade  roads,  in  a  journey  taking  several  days, 
and  then  transporting  the  coins  back  again  in  the  same  risky  way,  would  have  seemed 
too  improbable  even  to  strike  them  as  ludicrous. 

The  opening  of  the  new  decimal  mint  at  Llantrisant,  produced,  incidentally,  a 
delightful  irony  to  embellish  the  annals  of  modern  coinage.  In  December  1968  Her 
Majesty  the  Queen,  accompanied  by  The  Duke  of  Edinburgh  and  The  Prince  of 
Wales,  visited  the  mint  and  struck  the  first  coins  there.  The  Queen  was  invited  to 
strike  six  of  the  1  new  penny  pieces,  which  were  presented  to  her.  The  Duke  of 
Edinburgh  struck  six  J  new  penny  pieces,  and  The  Prince  of  Wales  six  2  new  penny 
pieces,  with  the  design  of  The  Prince  of  Wales’s  Feathers.  Ten  would  really  have 
seemed  a  more  appropriate  number  than  half  a  dozen !  But  tradition  exerts  a  powerful 
influence  on  everything  connected  with  coinage. 

It  did  so  throughout  the  middle  ages.  Mints  were  where  they  were,  very  often, 
for  no  more  logical  reason  than  precedent.  In  the  fourteenth  to  sixteenth  centuries, 
London  struck  the  lion's  share  of  the  coinage,  but  Canterbury  was  also  a  very  active 
mint,  the  profits  of  which  were  shared  by  the  King  and  the  Archbishop.  York  had  a 
long  tradition  of  minting,  but  worked  on  a  far  smaller  scale,  as  did  Durham.  Both^ 
these  northern  mints  were  politically  important  sees.  But  the  north  of  England,  then 
even  more  than  now,  was  relatively  less  wealthy  than  the  south,  its  population  being 
thinner  on  the  ground.  The  aggregate  need  for  coinage  was  therefore  less. 

This  pattern  of  a  very  few  mints  accounting  for  the  great  bulk  of  the  coinage, 
except  at  times  of  a  general  recoinage,  when  half-a-dozen  or  more  mints  might  be 
opened  for  a  year  or  two  in  the  larger  cities  to  meet  the  temporary  demand,  belongs 
to  the  fourteenth  to  sixteenth  centuries.  It  lingered  until  the  time  of  William  Ill's 
recoinage,  and  one  somehow  thinks  of  it  as  the  norm.  In  the  preceding  seven  hundred 
years,  however,  from  600  to  1300,  minting  arrangements  had  been  quite  different. 
In  the  later  tenth  century  and  the  first  half  of  the  eleventh,  there  had  been  upwards 
of  70  royal  mints  in  England.  From  then  until  1300  there  was  a  downwards  trend, 
accelerating  through  the  Cross-and-crosslets,  Short  Cross,  and  Long  Cross  coinages, 
until  the  bulk  of  the  Edward  pennies  were  struck  at  fewer  than  a  dozen  mints.  Eadgar's 
reform  of  the  coinage,  in  ca.  973,  was  the  apogee. 
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Between  about  630  and  ca.  973  the  trend  was,  in  general,  in  the  other  direction. 
Originally,  the  consensus  is,  there  was  only  one  mint,  at  Canterbury.  The  growth  of 
cross-Channel  trade  with  Merovingian  Gaul  brought  great  wealth  to  the  little  king¬ 
dom  of  Kent,  which  seems  to  have  taken  the  lead  in  the  striking  of  coinage  because 
of  its  geographical  position  in  the  extreme  south-east,  where  the  Channel  crossing 
was  shortest,  and  its  closer  cultural  links  with  Merovingian  culture. 

For  a  long  time  coinage  was  concentrated  in  south-east  England,  and  spread  only 
gradually  towards  the  north  and  west.  The  Scottish  kings  did  not  begin  to  mint 
their  own  coins  until  after  1135;  and  Wales  seems  to  have  been  almost  untouched  by 
a  money  economy  until  late  in  the  middle  ages.  During  most  of  the  period  with 
which  we  are  concerned,  therefore,  the  mints  were  located  in  southern  England, 
East  Anglia,  and  the  midlands,  with  York  and  Chester  as  northern  outliers. 

Minting  at  “points  of  entry”  into  the  kingdom 

Location  helps  to  explain  the  importance  of  the  Canterbury  and  London  mints 
throughout  the  middle  ages.  Control  of  the  currency  was  a  vital  aspect  of  royal 
prestige,  and  foreign  coinage  was  normally  rigorously  excluded  from  circulation. 
Travellers  arriving  in  the  country  from  abroad  therefore  needed  to  change  any  foreign 
money  that  they  might  have  carried  with  them,  at  the  point  of  entry  (as  travellers  do 
today)  by  taking  it  to  the  exchange  and  selling  it.  Most  cross-Channel  journeys 
were  through  London  and  the  ports  of  east  Kent.  Calais  is  another  good  example  o 
a  mint  attracting  business  because  it  was  at  the  point  of  entry  into  English  territory 

Medieval  mints  could  only  strike  as  many  coins  as  they  had  bullion  for.  Supplies 
of  silver  and  gold,  through  most  of  the  middle  ages,  were  inadequate,  and  there  was 
no  question  of  the  king  maintaining  large  reserves  of  metal  to  distribute  to  the  mints 
as  required.  Essentially,  each  mint  could  coin  only  as  much  bullion  as  was  brought  in, 
by  merchants  and  other  private  persons,  and  it  is  this  simple  fact  wrhich  gives  interest 
to  a  study  of  the  geographical  patterns  of  minting,  because  it  implies  that  mint- 
output  is  a  useful  index  of  the  level  of  monetary  activity. 

The  equation  needs  to  be  studied  with  care.  The  need  to  hand  in  foreign  money 
at  a  point  of  entry  is  obviously  a  special  case.  And  the  importance  of  a  mint  will 
depend  to  a  certain  extent  on  the  size  of  the  region  which  it  supplied.  In  some  parts 
of  the  country  mints  were  thickly  clustered:  at  the  other  extreme  York  stood  in 
geographical  isolation. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  creation  of  such  a  very  large  number  of  mints  in 
the  late  tenth  century  was  a  matter  of  deliberate  royal  policy  linked  with  the  periodic 
}type-changes  that  were  imposed.  There  were  few  people  who  could  not  get  to  a 
mint  to  change  their  coin,  in  a  day’s  journey.  The  smaller  mints  were  not  what  we 
should  think  of  today  as  economically  justifiable.  A  single  pair  of  dies  might  last  for  a 
year  or  more,  whereas  they  would  wear  out  at  a  busy  mint  in  a  week  or  two.  The  staff 
of  the  smaller  mints  was  obviously  less  than  fully  employed,  and  indeed  they  were 
probably  part-time  workers. 

Even  after  allowing  fully  for  the  uncertainties  of  interpretation,  the  message  is 
clear.  Trade,  and  especially  foreign  trade,  was  the  driving  force  of  the  medieval 
monetary  economy.  The  big  mints  were  in  the  eastern  coastlands — Canterbury, 
London,  Bury,  Norwich,  Lincoln,  York — and  reflected  the  prosperity  which  arose 
from  trade  with  the  Low  Countries,  the  Rhinelands,  the  Hanseatic  League,  the 
Baltic,  and  Scandinavia.  Mints  in  the  midlands,  in  the  south-west,  and  in  the  north¬ 
west  could  not  compare,  in  the  volume  of  their  activity,  with  those  in  the  east. 

This  pattern  does  not  reflect  tne  distribution  of  prosperity  in  southern  England. 
Throughout  the  middle  ages  the  land,  and  agricultural  production,  was  the  main 
source  of  wealth,  and  the  Domesday  Survey  reveals  that  the  more  westerly  counties 
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were  not  markedly  poorer  or  less  productive  than  those  in  the  east.  It  follows,  one  can 
safely  say,  that  the  use  of  coinage,  or  the  money  sector  of  the  economy  (which  is 
almost  the  same  thing),  was  not  co-extensive  with  all  aspects  of  economic  activity. 

The  total  output  of  a  mint  in  a  particular  period  of  time,  changes  from  one  period 
to  the  next,  and  relativities  between  mints,  are  statistics,  and  need  to  be  handled 
with  due  caution.  Each  total  is  made  up  from  hundreds  or  even  thousands  of  indi¬ 
vidual  transactions,  and  reflects  a  balance  of  varied  economic  choices  by  persons 
about  whom  we  can  know  little  or  nothing.  There  are  detailed  records  from  the 
fourteenth  century  of  bullion  purchases  by  the  Tower  Mint,  naming  the  sellers  and 
the  amounts  of  silver  they  brought  to  the  exchange;  and  the  summary  mint-records 
of  the  same  period  distinguish  between  purchases  of  English  and  foreign  silver. 
But  for  earlier  centuries  similar  information  is  lacking,  and  the  most  we  can  do  is  to 
remind  ourselves  that  equally  detailed  and  varied  transactions  underlay  the  aggregate 
totals  of  mint  activity,  and  that  even  when  full  and  accurate  information  is  available,  g 
it  can  be  difficult  to  discern  trends  in  economic  statistics,  let  alone  to  interpret  them  I 
convincingly. 

Numismatists’  thoughts  about  the  pattern  of  minting  have  been  developed,  then, 
in  very  broad  terms  and  under  the  influence  of  a  few  leading  ideas,  namely  an  early 
link  with  cross-Channel  trade,  a  trend  of  an  increasing  number  of  mints  culminating 
in  the  arrangements  made  under  Eadgar's  reform,  a  long  and  gradual  process  there¬ 
after  of  reductions  in  the  number  of  mints,  and,  again,  a  continuing  link  between  the 
volume  of  minting  and  Britain's  foreign  trade,  especially  from  the  east-coast  ports. 
These  ideas  could  probably  not  have  been  formulated  and  defended  except  in  very 
broad  terms.  They  rely  on  comparisons,  and  if  one  attempts  a  closer  focus,  by  looking 
in  more  detail  at  one  mint,  or  at  a  small  group  of  mints,  or  at  a  restricted  period  of 
time,  one  inevitably  loses  sight  of  the  comparisons.  The  broader  focus  also  makes  it 
inevitable  that  explanations  will  be  largely  in  economic  rather  than  in  political  terms. 
But  the  facts  are  open  to  explanation  at  more  than  one  level.  The  choice  of  location 
of  individual  mints  may  have  been  governed  in  the  first  place  much  more  by  political 
considerations,  as  will  appear  from  a  survey,  century  by  century,  of  the  creation  and 
survival  of  mints.  Medieval  kings  could  not,  however,  fly  in  the  face  of  monetary 
realities:  mints  were  in  effect  opened  or  kept  open  in  response  to  an  expected  need 
for  their  services,  and  the  volume  of  their  output,  as  distinct  from  the  fact  of  their 
existence,  or  the  apportioning  of  their  profits,  seems  to  have  been  very  largely  outside 
royal  control. 

Thrymsas  and  sceattas  ^ 

For  the  earliest  period,  represented  by  the  gold  thrymsas  in  the  Crondall  hoard, 
the  numismatic  evidence  is  altogether  too  slender  to  support  anything  other  than 
guesses  about  the  number  and  location  of  mints.  Canterbury  may  well  have  had  the 
major  output;  and  London  is  named.  The  variety  of  coin-types  is  sufficient  for  there 
to  have  been  several  other  small  mints  in  the  south  and  east  of  England.  But  while 
virtually  all  the  evidence  derives  from  one  hoard,  we  are  confined  for  the  most  part 
to  unconfirmed  conjecture.  As  regards  the  very  late,  pale  gold  thrymsas,  Rigold  has 
pointed  to  the  eclectic  nature  of  the  design  of  series  A  of  the  sceattas,  which  seems 
deliberately  to  have  drawn  elements  from  the  designs  of  three  different  series  of 
thrymsas,  namely  the  “two  emperors”  type,  the  “Carausius”  type,  and  two  varieties 
of  the  coinage  of  Pada.  This  suggests  that  all  three  series  were  known  and  esteemed 
at  the  moment  of  change-over.  They  may  have  been  the  product  of  three  different 
mints.  A  case  has  been  made  out  for  a  mint,  striking  a  series  of  types  related  to  each 
other  by  style— the  “Constantine”  type  with  a  lyre-shaped  object  (standard?)  on 
the  reverse,  the  “Crispus”  type  with  runes,  the  “two  emperors”  type  (although  the 
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inclusion  of  this  seems  less  than  certain),  and  the  “Varimundus”  thrymsas  and 
sceattas.  An  East  Saxon  attribution  is  canvassed  for  the  Varimundus”  series  in  a 
forthcoming  paper;  and  the  “Crispus”  coin  is  from  St.  Albans.  The  mint  may 
possibly  have  been  at  Colchester. 

When  we  come  to  the  sceattas,  there  is  a  good  deal  more  evidence.  There  were 
certainly  mints  in  east  Kent  (presumably  Canterbury),  southern  East  Anglia  (pre¬ 
sumably  Ipswich),  London,  and  south  Hampshire  (presumably  Hamwih,  the 
modern  Southampton).  There  may  have  been  a  mint  in  west  Sussex  (Selsey?), 
and  there  seems  to  have  been  one  in  Essex  (probably  Colchester).  All  these  are 
coastal,  and  are  closely  connected  with  the  wics  or  trading  emporia  which  are  charac¬ 
teristic  of  commerce  in  the  dark  ages.  But  a  purely  economic  explanation  of  them 
would  be  less  than  complete,  for  it  seems  likely  that  there  was  a  political  explanation 
too.  The  early-medieval  wic  and  the  nearby  ruler’s  residence  formed  a  pair  of  settle¬ 
ments,  one  commercial  in  character,  the  other  governmental.  Thus  we  have  Reculver 
and  Canterbury,  Hamwih  and  Winchester,  Selsey  and  Chichester,  and,  of  course — a 
surviving  instance — London  and  Westminster.  York,  and  perhaps  Ipswich  and 
Colchester,  may  have  been  both  royal  residences  and  trading  places.  As  a  general  rule, 
there  may  have  been  only  one  mint  in  each  Heptarchic  kingdom.  Mercia,  which  in 
the  early  eighth  century  was  still  without  direct  access  to  the  Channel,  may  originally 
have  had  an  inland  mint  in  the  middle  Thames  valley,  located  perhaps  at  a  point  of 
entry  into  the  kingdom  for  travellers  from  the  south-east.  Another  inland  series  of 
coins  has  been  identified  among  finds  from  the  Cotswold  region — the  territory  of  the 
sub-kingdom  of  the  Hwicce  (a  name  that  survives  in  Wychwood).

WILLIAM  BOOTH,  THE  FORGER  OF  PERRY  BARR

It  was  strange  that  things  happened  to  Booth  in  twos.  He  was  tried  twice,  and 
he  was  hanged  twice.  In  Stafford  Gaol  on  the  15th  August  he  was  led  to  the  scaffold, 
“the  cap  drawn  over  his  face”.  Yet  when  the  platform  dropped,  the  rope  “not  being 
properly  fastened  to  the  fatal  tree  slipped  off  and  the  poor  malefactor  fell  to  the  floor”. 
Thinking  this  was  an  omen,  he  hoped  for  release  but  he  was  made  to  mount  again, 
and  this  time  his  neck  was  broken.  Incidently  Booth  was  also  buried  twice,  since  his 
grave  had  to  be  moved  years  later. 

Booth  acquired  local  notoriety.  It  was  rumoured  that  he  had  become  a  very 
wealthy  man;  that  by  forging  bank  notes  he  was  only  getting  his  own  back  against 
the  banks  which  were  taking  in  gold  but  only  giving  out  paper.  Banks  had  a  bad 
reputation  at  the  time.  There  was  also  an  element  of  mystery.  Rumour  had  it  that  a 
man  called  Moses  Hall  and  a  female  accomplice  who  supplied  Booth  with  bullion 
and  acted  as  a  distributor  for  his  forgeries,  visited  Booth’s  farm  one  day  and  neither 
of  them  were  ever  seen  again.  A  halter  was  later  found  in  the  house. 

There  was  no  doubt  that  Booth  was  a  very  skilled  man.  His  bank  tokens  made  of 
copper  with  a  plating  of  tin  alloy  were  quite  credible  when  passed  quickly.  They 
weighed  6.14  grs.  instead  of  the  official  7.30,  and  the  only  differences  in  style  being 
in  the  letters  G  and  R.  It  must  be  recalled  that  the  legal  tokens  were  being  made 
hardly  three  miles  away  at  Soho.  Both  tokens  and  bank  note  plate  can  be  seen  in 
Birmingham  City  Museum  and  Art  Gallery. 

The  spread  of  Birmingham  eventually  engulfed  Booth’s  farm,  as  did  the  M6 
motorway.  After  years  of  dereliction  the  farm  house  was  demolished  in  February  of 
1974.

Brewer’s 
Dictionary  of  Phrase  and  Fable,  vol.  2,  p.  1259, 
gave  the  following  information : 

Una  (Truth,  so  called  because  truth  is  one). 

She  starts  with  St.  George  on  his  adventures, 
and  being  driven  by  a  storm  into  “Wandering 
Wood”,  retires  for  the  night  to  Hypocrisy’s  cell. 
St.  George  quits  the  cell,  leaving  Una  behind. 

In  her  search  for  him  she  is  caressed  by  a  lion, 
who  afterwards  attends  her.  She  next  sleeps  in 
the  hut  of  Superstition,  and  next  morning 
|nieets  Hypocrisy  dressed  as  St.  George.  As  they 
"ourney  together  Sansloy  meets  them,  exposes 
Hypocrisy,  kills  the  lion,  and  carries  off  Una 
on  his  steed  to  a  wild  forest.  Una  fills  the  air 
with  her  shrieks  and  is  rescued  by  the  fauns  and 
satyrs,  who  attempt  to  worship  her,  but,  being 
restrained,  pay  adoration  to  her  ass.  She  is 
delivered  from  the  satyrs  and  found  by 
Sir  Satyrane,  and  is  told  by  Archimago  that 
St.  George  is  dead,  but  subsequently  hears  that 
he  is  the  captive  of  Orgoglio.  She  goes  to 
King  Arthur  for  aid,  and  the  King  both  slays 
Orgoglio  and  rescues  the  knight.  Una  now  takes 
St.  George  to  the  house  of  Holiness,  where  he 
is  carefully  nursed,  and  then  leads  him  to  Eden, 
where  their  union  is  consummated.  (Spenser:

In  my  book  1  he  White  Ribbon  ’,  published  by  B.  A.  Seaby  Ltd.,  I  gave  details 
in  Appendix  10  of  the  London  Gazette  of  18  May  1954  which  contained  the  Royal 
\\  arrant  and  Regulations  of  22  January  1954  covering  the  conditions  for  the  award  of 
the  Polar  Medal  hist  authorised  in  1904.  lhis  Royal  Warrant  and  Regulations  was 
revised  and  fresh  ones  promulgated  on  5  February  1970,  and  accompany  this  article. 

The  basic  change  concerns  eligibility  for  the  award.  The  1954  Royal  Warrant  and 
Regulations  conferred  the  medal  on  those  who  took  an  active  part  in  an  expedition 
which  made  notable  advances  in  the  exploration  of  the  Polar  Regions.  It  stressed  that 
in  the  selection  of  those  upon  whom  the  award  should  be  conferred  due  regard  be 
taken  of  the  tradition  that  it  be  awarded,  as  far  as  possible,  to  all  members  of  a  team, 
not  in  acknowledgement  of  individual  service  but  also  in  recognition  of  the  service  of 
the  team.  The  revised  1970  Royal  Warrant  and  Regulations  limits  the  award  to  those 
who  have  personally  made  notable  contribution  to  the  exploration  and,  or  knowledge 
of  the  Polar  Regions.  Thus,  it  will  be  seen  the  emphasis  is  on  the  individual  and  not 
the  team,  by  making  use  of  the  term  “individual”  and  not  “members  of  parties”  as 
previously  had  been  the  case. 


THE  POLAR  MEDAL 

ROYAL  WARRANT 

.  ELIZABE  IH  I  HE  SECOND,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Northern  Ireland  and  of  Her  other  Realms  and  Territories,  Queen,  Head  of  the 
Commonwealth,  Defender  of  the  faith,  to  all  to  whom  these  Presents  shall  come, 

Greeting! 

WHEREAS  a  Medal  for  Arctic  Discoveries  was  instituted  by  our  Royal  predecessor,  Her 
Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  in  1857  and  granted  for  service  in  specified  expeditions  in  the  period 
1818  to  1855;  and  whereas  Her  Majesty  subsequently  instituted  in  1876  a  further  Medal  for 
arctic  exploration  in  the  years  1875  and  1876;  and  whereas  Polar  Medals  in  silver  and  bronze 
were  instituted  by  Our  Royal  Great-Grandfather,  His  Majesty  King  Edward  VII,  in  1904. 

AND  WHEREAS  conditions  for  the  award  of  the  Polar  Medal  in  silver  only,  were  estab¬ 
lished  by  a  Warrant  under  Our  Sign  Manual  dated  22nd  day  of  January  1954. 

AND  WHEREAS  WE  deem  it  expedient  that  Our  said  Warrant  shall  be  amended ; 

NOW  THEREFORE  WE  do  hereby  declare  that  the  rules  and  ordinances  contained  in 
Our  said  Warrant  dated  22nd  day  of  January  1954  shall  be  abrogated  cancelled  and  annulled 
and  W  e  are  pleased  to  make,  ordain  and  establish  the  following  rules  and  ordinances  in  sub¬ 
stitution  for  the  same  which  shall  henceforth  be  inviolably  observed  and  kept: 

Firstly:  Style. — It  is  ordained  that  the  Medal  shall  be  styled  and  designated  “The  Polar  Medal”. 
Secondly:  Description. — The  Medal  shall  be  in  silver  and  octagonal  in  shape,  bearing  on  the 
obverse  the  Effigy  of  The  Sovereign  and  on  the  reverse  a  representation  of  the  ship  Discovery 
in  winter  quarters  with,  in  the  foreground,  a  sledging  party  on  skis. 

Thirdly:  Riband. —  I  he  Medal  shall  be  worn  on  the  left  breast  suspended  from  a  white  riband 
one  inch  and  a  quarter  in  width. 

fourthly:  Eligibility. — The  Medal  shall  be  conferred  on  those  who  have  personally  made 
notable  contribution  to  the  exploration  and,  or,  knowledge  of  the  Polar  Regions  and  who,  in 
so  doing,  have  undergone  the  hazards  and  rigours  imposed  by  the  polar  environment  to  life 
and  movement,  whether  by  land,  sea  or  air.  Only  those  who  have  participated  in  an  expedition 
which  has  been  either  the  responsibility  of  one  or  more  Governments  of  Member  countries  of 
the  Commonwealth,  or  have  been  recognised  by  one  or  more  of  such  Governments  shall  be 
eligible.  The  award  may  be  conferred  in  recognition  of  individual  service  of  outstanding 
quality  in  the  fields  of  exploration,  scientific  research  or  general  service  on  polar  expeditions. 
Due  account  will  be  taken  of  the  difficulties  overcome  in  performing  this  service.  The  award 
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may  exceptionally  be  conferred  on  all  members  of  a  team  when  all  have  contributed  to  the 
achievement  which  it  is  desired  to  commend.  The  term  “exploration”  shall  ordinarily  be 
understood  as  including  travel,  but  an  outstanding  acquisition  of  knowledge  by  means  which 
do  not  depend  upon  travelling  will  merit  consideration.  Exceptionally,  an  award  may  be 
made  for  a  Polar  achievement  which  did  not  include  exploration  or  result  in  the  advancement 
of  knowledge;  eligibility  then  being  restricted  to  those  who  took  an  active  part  in  the  achieve¬ 
ment  and  who  also  fulfilled  the  other  qualifying  conditions  set  out  in  this  our  Warrant. 

Fifthly:  Service  required. — The  period  of  service  living  working  in  arduous  conditions  of  a 
Polar  climate  requisite  to  qualify  anyone  to  be  considered  for  the  Medal  shall  normally  total 
not  less  than  twelve  months,  exception  being  made  to  this  rule  in  special  circumstances. 

Sixthly:  Clasps. — Every  Polar  Medal  to  be  awarded  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  Clasp  to  be  worn 
on  the  riband  of  the  Medal  and  bearing  the  date  appropriate  to  the  achievement  for  which 
the  medal  is  awarded.  When  further  service  has  been  rendered  by  a  holder  of  the  Polar  Medal, 
which  under  the  terms  of  this  Our  Warrant  would  otherwise  merit  recognition  by  the  award 
of  the  Medal,  a  second  Clasp  shall  be  awarded,  and  a  further  Clasp  shall  be  granted  in  respect 
of  each  such  additional  service. 

Seventhly:  Posthumous  awards. — Awards  of  the  Medal  with  Clasp  or,  as  appropriate,  of  the 
Clasp  alone,  may  be  made  posthumously. 

Eightly:  Witholding  of  award. — The  Medal  or  Clasp  shall  not  be  awarded  when  service  which 
would  otherwise  be  qualifying  service  has  been  marred  by  misconduct  or  neglect  of  duty. 

Ninthly:  Recommendations. — Awards  shall  be  made  only  on  a  recommendation  to  Us  by  Our 
Secretary  of  State  for  Defence  or  the  appropriate  Minister  of  State  of  a  Commonwealth 
Country. 

Tenthly:  Foreign  nationals. — The  Award  of  the  Medal  with  Clasp  or,  as  appropriate,  of  the 
Clasp  alone,  may  be  made  irrespective  of  nationality  to  a  member  of  a  Commonwealth 
expedition,  or  to  a  member  of  the  Commonwealth  part  of  a  larger  expedition  organised 
jointly  by  two  or  more  nations,  provided  that  the  other  qualifying  conditions  set  out  in  this 
Our  Warrant  are  fulfilled.  A  recommendation  of  a  foreign  person  under  this  provision  shall 
be  made  to  Us,  by  Our  Secretary  of  State  for  Defence,  or  in  the  case  of  any  oversea  Member 
country  of  the  Commonwealth  the  Government  whereof  shall  desire  to  recommend  a  foreign 
person  on  a  recommendation  by  the  appropriate  Minister  of  State  for  the  said  country. 

Eleventhly:  Registration. — The  names  of  those  upon  whom  We  may  be  pleased  to  confer  the 
Medal  and  Clasp,  or  the  Clasp,  on  the  recommendation  of  Our  Secretary  of  State  for  Defence, 
not  being  foreign  subjects,  shall  be  published  in  the  London  Gazette  and  a  register  thereof 
kept  in  Our  Ministry  of  Defence.  The  publication  and  registration  of  awards  to  citizens  of 
other  Member  countries  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  be  carried  out  by  the  Government 
concerned  but  the  Ministry  of  Defence  shall  be  informed. 

Twelfthly:  Names  of  recipients. — The  name  of  a  recipient  shall  be  engraved  or  stamped  on  the 
rim  of  the  Medal. 

Thirteenthly:  Order  of  Wear. — In  the  official  list  showing  the  order  in  which  Orders,  Decora¬ 
tions  and  Medals  shall  be  worn,  the  Polar  Medal  shall  be  placed  after  War  Medals  and  before 
the  Royal  Victorian  Medal. 

Fourteenthly :  Miniatures. — Reproductions  of  the  Medal  and  Clasp  in  miniature,  which  may 
be  worn  on  certain  occasions  by  those  upon  whom  the  Medal  and  Clasp  have  been  conferred, 
shall  be  half  the  size  of  the  Polar  Medal  and  Clasp  respectively,  and  a  sealed  pattern  of  the 
said  miniature  Medal  and  Clasp  shall  be  deposited  and  kept  in  the  Central  Chancery  of  Our 
Orders  of  Knighthood. 

Fifteenthly:  Date  of  application. — The  terms  of  this  Our  Warrant  shall  apply  to  all  recom¬ 
mendations  made  after  the  date  of  approval  of  this  Warrant. 

Sixteenthly:  Forfeiture  and  Restoration. — It  is  ordained  that  it  shall  be  competent  for  Us,  Our 
Heirs  and  Successors,  by  an  Order  under  Our  Sign  Manual  and  on  a  recommendation  to  that 
effect  by  Our  Secretary  of  State  for  Defence,  or  in  the  case  of  any  overseas  Member  country 
of  Our  Commonwealth,  the  Government  whereof  shall  desire  to  submit  such  a  recommenda¬ 
tion,  by  the  appropriate  Minister  of  State  for  the  said  country,  to  cancel  and  annul  the  award 
to  any  person  of  the  Medal  and  Clasp  or  Clasps,  and  that  thereupon  the  name  of  such  person 
in  the  Register  shall  be  erased:  provided  that  it  shall  be  competent  for  Us,  Our  Heirs  and 
Successors  to  restore  the  Medal  so  forfeited  when  such  recommendation  has  been  withdrawn. 

Seventeenthly:  Regulations. — It  is  ordained  that  the  Medal  and  Clasp  or  Clasps  shall  be 
conferred  under  such  regulations  as  to  grant,  forfeiture,  restoration,  and  other  matters,  in 
amplification  of  this  Our  Warrant  as  may,  with  Our  approval  signified  through  Our  Secretary 
of  State  for  Defence  be  issued  from  time  to  time  by  Our  Defence  Council,  or  as  may  with 
Our  approval  be  issued  by  the  appropriate  Minister  of  State  in  any  oversea  Member  country 
of  the  Commonwealth  Our  Government  whereof  shall  so  desire. 
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Lastly: — We  reserve  to  Ourself,  Our  Heirs  and  Successors,  full  power  of  annulling,  abrogating, 
augmenting,  interpreting  or  dispensing  with  these  rules  and  ordinances,  or  any  part  thereof, 
by  a  notihcation  under  Our  Sign  Manual. 

Given  at  Our  Court  at  St.  James’s  this  fifth  day  of  February  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  seventy  in  the  eighteenth  year  of  Our  Reign.

THE  POLAR  MEDAL  REGULATIONS 

Made  under  the  terms  of  the  Royal  Warrant  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Defence  with 
the  concurrence  of  the  Governments  of  other  Member  countries  of  the  Commonwealth,  which 
desire  to  be  in  a  position  to  make  recommendations,  and  approved  by  The  Queen. 

(i)  Eligibility 

(a)  On  land.  The  individual  who  explores  or  acquires  notable  knowledge  is  eligible, 
provided  that  in  doing  so  he  has  undergone  the  hazards  of  the  Polar  environment. 
The  award  may  only  be  made  to  all  members  of  a  party  if  the  achievement  of  that 
party  has  been  exceptional  and  it  follows  that  when  a  well  established  site  is  manned 
for  routine  observations  the  award  may  only  be  conferred  on  those  whose  contribution 
is  outstanding. 

(b)  At  sea  and  in  the  air.  The  same  principles  will  apply  to  crews  and  others  aboard  ships 

and  aircraft. 

(ii)  The  conditions  of  a  Polar  climate  can  normally  be  considered  to  exist  within  the  geographical 
limits  showm  below. 

Antarctic  -  South  of  Latitude  60°S 

Arctic  -  North  of  Latitude  67°N.  (exclusive  of  land  inhabited  by  Europeans)  with,  in 

addition,  the  east  coast  of  Greenland  and  the  Baffin  Island  area. 

In  amplification  of  the  Fourth  and  Ninth  Clauses  of  the  Royal  Warrant  it  may  be  stated 
that  when  an  expedition  has  not  been  the  responsibility  of  one  or  more  Governments  of  Member 
countries  of  the  Commonwealth,  it  would  be  appropriate  for  recommendations  to  the  appro¬ 
priate  Commonwealth  Government  to  be  made  by  learned  Societies  or  distinguished  individuals 
who  have  examined  the  results,  or  have  first-hand  knowledge  of  the  expedition’s  labours.  A 
description  of  the  expedition’s  achievements  should  be  given  together  with  citations  for  those 
persons  who  are  recommended  for  award. 

In  relation  to  expeditions  for  which  the  United  Kingdom  Government  are  responsible, 
recommendations  are  put  before  the  Ministry  of  Defence,  that  is  to  say,  the  Department  making 
submissions  to  the  Sovereign,  by  and  only  by,  the  United  Kingdom  Government  Department 
responsible  for  the  expedition. 

When  recommendations  are  made  the  names  of  persons  otherwise  qualified  who,  on 
account  of  misconduct  or  neglect  of  duty,  are  considered  to  merit  disqualification,  should  be 
listed  separately  and  the  reasons  given.

“William  Henry  Patstone,  School  Caretaker, 
Coventry.  During  a  severe  enemy  air  attack 
the  basement  of  a  Girl's  School  was  used  as  a 
shelter  by  members  of  the  public.  Patstone 
took  charge  of  the  shelter  and  those  using  it. 
H.E.  bombs  were  falling  in  the  district  and 
there  were  many  fires.  The  school  was  struck 
by  a  bomb  and  a  fire  broke  out.  Patstone 
climbed  into  the  rafters  and  fought  the  fire  for 
some  considerable  time  despite  the  fact  that 
bombs  were  dropping  nearby.  Many  houses 
were  demolished  and  Patstone  took  the 
homeless  into  the  school  shelter,  inspiring  them 
by  his  coolness  and  courage,  particularly  when 
the  entrance  was  damaged.  On  two  occasions 
he  was  blown  down  the  steps  into  the  shelter 
by  blast.  This  did  not  deter  him  from  attending 
to  the  protection  of  those  persons  present  and 
of  the  property.”

“The  Submarine  E.8  was  built  in  the  period 
1911-12:  she  had  a  displacement  of  725  tons, 
was  1,750  H.P.  with  a  maximum  surface  speed 
of  16  Knots.  Her  armament  consisted  of  4 
Torpedo  tubes  and  one  quick  firing  gun.  On 
the  14th  August  1915  the  E.8.  (Lt.  Commdr. 

F.  H.  H.  Goodhart)  and  the  E.I  3.  (Lt.  Commdr. 

G.  Layton)  were  ordered  to  make  for  the 
advance  base  at  the  entrance  of  the  Gulf  of 
Finland  from  which  two  other  E.  type  sub¬ 
marines  were  already  working.  On  the  night 
of  August  18th  due  to  compass  failure  the 
E.I 3  ran  aground  between  Malmo  and 
Copenhagen  whilst  the  E.8  passed  through 
safely  without  realising  what  had  happened. 
Despite  intervention  by  a  neutral  Danish 
guardship  two  German  destroyers  eventually 
opened  fire  on  the  submarine  at  point-blank 
range,  the  survivors  being  machine  gunned  in 
the  water  until  the  Danish  vessel  ran  in 
between  the  destroyer  and  submarine.  E.8 
stayed  in  the  Baltic  for  some  time  and  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  supplement  to  the 
London  Gazette  of  the  3 1  st  M  ay  1 9 1 6  records 
the  award  of  the  D.S.O.  to  her  commanding 
Officer,  Cmdr.  Francis  Herbert  Heaveningham 
Goodhart,  R.N.:  (In  recognition  of  services  in 
command  of  Submarines  operating  in  the 
Baltic  Sea).” 

Note.  Six  ‘E’  class  submarines  entered  the 
Baltic  during  1915.  Five  were  lost,  four  ships 
including  the  E.8  were  blown  up  off  Helsing¬ 
fors  in  April  1918  to  avoid  capture  by  enemy. 
Prize  bounty  was  publicly  awarded  to  E.8  for 
sinking  German  cruiser  Prinz  Adalbert.

For  conspicuous  gallantry  on  the  28th  April, 
1940.  The  enemy  had  succeeded  in  turning  the 
flank  of  the  position  and  had  been  able  to 
establish  a  road  block  to  prevent  withdrawal. 
Lance  Sergeant  Cully  was  in  command  of  the 
fighting  patrol  w  hich  was  ordered  to  drive 
back  the  enemy  infiltration.  On  nearing  a  bend 
in  the  road  a  road  block  was  found.  At  the 
same  time  the  enemy  opened  fire  w  it h  a  machine 
gun.  L/Sgt.  Cully  ordered  covering  fire  w  ith  a 
light  machine  gun,  while  he  himself  advanced 
by  the  side  of  the  road  and  succeeded  in 
destroying  with  grenades  the  enemy  machine 
gun  post  which  was  in  a  house  covering  the 
road  block. 

He  then  cleared  part  of  the  block  and  returned 
to  Pte.  Ryan.  Together  they  mounted  a  lorry 
carrying  Anti-tank  guns.  Pte.  Ryan  fired  his 
L.M.G.  from  the  lorry  and  the  lorry  rushed 
the  block. 

It  was  owing  to  the  gallant  action  of  L/Sgt. 
Cully  and  Pte.  Ryan  that  the  A.T.  guns  were 
got  away  safely.
